(.'hemlst Seliir.iilt, of Cincinnati, cor- 
roborated the testimony of Prof. Klrcb- 
iiialcr.

t!;or trstUnoiiy. 

The defense tlu'ougb the Arbucklea, 
who prepured tliis glazed coffee, ae- 
cured some of the most eminent chem- 
ists and aclcntlsts in the United States 
to give testimony In their behalf. Prof. 
II. W. Wiley, of tha United Stotea Ag- 
ricultural Department: Prof. Vaughn of 
Ann Arbor Unlveraity; VtoH. Blelle 
nnd Webber, of the Ohio State Unlvar- 
sHy. wort called to dafaod Arioaa. Or. 
Wiley had made a caiafol cxamlaatleo 
of I lie metlioil of manufaeturiag Ario- 
s:i. He told of the 19,000.000 cgga need 
by the Arbiielvio!; yearly In the prepara- 
tidU of tbi.s Kl'izing. On this point in 
cross examination, the State's attorney 
deftly drew from hint the Information 
tl.iit these e;.'i,'s might be kept In cold 
Ktdinse by ti.e Ai buckles for a year or 
two at a time. 

The e.vpeits who heard Dr. Wlley'a 
testimony were pleased to be able to 
• eiiteli" so famous a chemist. The doc- 
tor at one point In his testimony es- 
plained very clearly how It Is that the 
ejiK put Into the eoflfee pot by the house 
wife liettles tb« coCTee. He lald that 
the beat coagulates the egg, aud as It 
sinks to tbe bottom of the pot It caniea 
the Hue particles of coCTee with It, and 
thus clormes the drink. It Is tbe act of 
coagulation In tbe coffee pot that doaa 
tba work. Later en In his cross exam- 
ination, ha bad to admit that when the 
egg was put on Arioaa coffee at tbe 
factory It became eoagulatad, and aa 
egg cannot ba eoagulatad but cmtt, that 
tho coating 00 eoffoa waa praetteaUy oo 
value, aa a "aattlar" whao It reached 
the coffee pat 

Prof Wiley acknowlodgad that tha 
gia/ing might ba a favorabto madlom 
for the propagation of bacteria, al- 
though be would not taatify pooltively 
either way bacaoaa ba waa aoC • bac- 
teriologist.
